"Of course," he said, "if anyone 


knov- that slavery exists in his 
territory he can inform the secret- 
ariat, but I do not know anyone so 
self-denying and if anyone informs 
the league of delinquencies of his 
neighbors, his position will be diffi- 
cult." 


The British delegation, Lord Cecil 


said, had been prepared to go the 
limit in concessions, but despite that 
no new machinery had been estab- 
lished. 


"The result," he said, "will be re- 


ceived with deep disappointment by 
hundreds or thousands throughout 
the world who lake deeply to heart 
this outrage upon humanity." 


Slave owning, he continued, in- 


volves a still greater evil—slave trad- 
ing which will go on as long as slave 
owning- exists. He added that what- 
ever might be said of slave owning 
slave trading is an "utterly horrible 
and bestial institution."

It often as said of men that the3T \vill 


be missed in their communities but of 
Bone is this more true than Father 
Fitzmaurice. 
For more than forty 


years he was the friend, the snide, 
the counselor of his parishioners and 


. during that long period the influence 
' of his kindliness and good sound sense 
' spread far beyond the confines of his 


congregation. 


Much might l»c written about the 


es ot Father Fitzmaurice but he 


would never admit that he had 


any. 
Modest and retiring almost to a 


fault he would not discuss his own 


good works but ever was willing to 
admit his shortcomings. 


To his congregation and to this com- 


munity the passing of Father Fitz- 
maurice is a distinct loss (but it can 
be said of him, as of very few men, 
that he has left his mark upon the time 
in which he lived. If every man left 
the world so much better than he found 
it as Father Fitzmaurice did what a 
great world this would be. 


THE VETERANS MARCH ON 
Congressman Charles M. Stedman of 


North Carolina is dead, the last Civil 
war veteran in the congress of the 
United States. For thirty-five years 
after the Civil war every president of 
the United States 'had been a soldier 
in that struggle with the exception of 
Grover v Cleveland. For generations 
the halls of congress, senate and house 
alike, were filled .with men who had 
tramped'with Grant or Sherman, Lee 
or Stonewall Jackson. 


With Stedman there passes an era; 


it was the era where the bullet ruled 
over the ballot. Its early days long 
before the rumbling of cannon shook 
the ground were characterized by ha- 
tred and rancor. Men differed on a 
fundamental question affecting their 
government, the states that made it'up 
and the respective rights of each. 
Slavery was but an incident. —The Civil 
war was probably caused as much by 
misinformation and misstatement by 
wily politicians as by any other one 
thing, and against that flood of untruth 
the calm patience and Christian spirit 
of even an Abraham Lincoln could not 
stem the tide, for the southern politi- 
cian of 1860 spent all of his time tra- 
ducing and maligning Lincoln and suc- 
ceeded in teaching the people of the 
South that the great Lincoln was a 
fiend in human garb calmly planning 
to throttle their very lives. And when 
the Civil war was over and the South 
appraised the havoc, it relegated to the 
rear the noisy, brass-throated politi- 
cian, and,for forty years it chose rep- 
resentatives in congress of character 
and dignity beyond reproach. Stedman 
was one of them. 


But, such are the vagaries of our po- 


litical life, that when the' South had 
learned patience and forbearance and 
the necessity of a calm consideration 
of all political questions, the North be- 
came, ^burdened with the noisy politi-^ 
cians -the South had discarded, Jhose 
who' spent their time so much in wav- 
ing, the bloody shirt. The following, 
an actual quotation from»the speech of 
a leading '"statesman" in 1876, is the 
type of attack Stedman and his kind 
constantly listened to and forbearingly 
declined to answer: "Every unregener- 
ate rebel is a Democrat; every bounty 
jumper/ every deserter, every sneak 
•who ran away ~from the draft, is a 
Democrat; every man who"murdered 
Union prisoners^ who invented .dan- 
gerous compounds to burn steamboats 
and to destroy cities, who contrived 
hellish schemes to spread yellow fev- 
er, was a Democrat; every dishonest 
contractor, every crooked paymaster, 
every army officer dismissed for cow- 
ardice was~a Democrat; every man who 
murdered and stole and poisoned was 
a Democrat." 


During Stedman's long service in 


congress he refused to answer that 
sort of stuff. Only once did he take 
the floor under such an attack and 
then to calmly deny that all South- 
erners were traitors and to add that 
he felt the Civil war should be 
regarded 
as 
a 
closed 
event, in 


order 
that 
the 
men 
Avho 
had 


taken part in it could better serve 
their country by dealing with the'pres- 
ent and at the same time to remind his 
hearers that those who fought for the 
South had merely fought for what 
they considered to be the cause of the 
right. 


The South that sent Stedman to con- 


gress had suffered and had learned a 
deep lesson through its travail. The 
South that has sent Long and Blease 
and Heflin to congress is a new South, 
a South that has forgotten that it was 
men of this stamp who caused four 
3rears of strife, the loss of hundreds of 
thousands of lives and the impoverish- 
ment of a nation for a generation.

It is im- 
portant that the victim's head rest 
on the ground or floor with the face 
turned toward one side. In this posi- 
tion any" water or fluid in the vic- 
tim's breathing passage has a 
chance of draining out of the mouth 
by gravity. If you raise the victim's 
head even the thickness of his hand 
or forearm, you create a trap in his 
breathing: passages where the water 
or fluid remains and this may de- 
feat your efforts to restore breath- 
Ing.

j ears.'If it had been true, the mora' 
state of the nation •nould have been 
better maintained during the last cal 
ender year. There were lots of people 
•«ho committed crimes v.ho would 
not have done so if they had been 
fishing, and I assure you that the in- 
crease in crime is due to a lack In 
those qualities of mind and character 
which, impregnate the' soul of every 
fisherman except those who get no 
bites. Unless we can promise at least 
fifty fish per annum, including that 
occasional big one for recounting and 
memory purposes, w« may despair 
of keeping the population from furth- 
er moral turpitude." 


In substance, the book states a 


policy—probably a presidential pol- 
icy by this tune^-of enough fish to 
go around, with plenty of statistics 
and expert recommendations for in- 
creasing the output through, govern 
ment agencies. 
Mr. Hoover's fish 


formula Is exactly the same as his 
formula for automobiles, 
refrigera- 


tors and radios—breed more anc 
catch more. 


"Based upon the number of fishing 


licensing'" states," he says, "the bur 
eau of fisheries estimates that ten 
million people went game fishmg in 
1926. Any calculation of twenty years 
"ago will show that not one million 
people went fishing

jears. But J. have no sympathy with

marches against the fish, nor any 
limitations on its equipment of auto- 
mobiles, tackle or incantations.

Children Will Enjoy Studying 


at Home When They Have 
Furniture for It 


The little boy or girl who dreaded 


the coming of fall and the return to 
the confines of the school room and 
its attendant horror—preparing les- 
sons at home—may be induced to 
assume the tasks with more cheer- 
fulness and enthusiasm it a com- 
modious and attractive desk is pro- 
vided. 


The desk, which should be small 


enough to be for tho child's exclu- 
sive- use and yet large enough not 
to be too soon outgrown, may be 
played in the youngster's room or it 
may make its appearance with the 
"grown up" furniture in tho living 
room.

Furni- 
ture made In America alvrajs retain- 
ed an individual stjle based on 
American thought 
and interpreta- 


tion and cannot be confused with 
that made abroad. 


Architecture: Plain and simple in

closely patterned after the furniture 
of the Georgian period In England, 
It is noticeable, however, that nei- 
ther in structure nor decoration did 
tho craftsman of America so Into 
tho elaborateness characteristic of 
that abroad. Simplicity seemed to 
be tho watchword of all artists. The 
broken pediment, for Instance, was 
used profusely on the tops of secre- 
taries and bookcases. This was the 
Georgian motif, but it lost its scroll 
and sweep when it was transferred 
to American-made furniture. It was 
severe and architectural, but always 
in keeping with the balance of the 
piece. Only the simplest of turnings 
were used on chair and table legs 
and the use of stretchers is particu- 
larly marked 
Slat backs, bannister 


backs, ladder backs, together with 
the "Windsor spindle backt were in 
favor. Bedsteads were plain, usually 
with testers. 


In tho Colonial Empire the legs of 


chairs, tables and settees were usu- 
ally straight. Sofas had rolled arms 
in different styles. "Center'' tables 
rested on pedestals of considerable 
weight. Feet -were turned in scrolls. 
lions' 
claws, 
bracket and 
other 


styles. Columns are often found In 
tho Colonial Kmplre furniture pieces, 
suggesting the Greek Influence. 


Decorative Details: 
In the early part of this period 


little decoration was used. The, fig- 
ure in the wood formed, a conspicu- 
ous part of the decoration of the 
piece. Pineapple, flnials are 
fre- 


quently found, together with some 
spindle carving. 


In tho Colonial Empire, however. 


there is more freedom expressed in 
furniture decoration. Metal mounts, 
which were beautiful in themselves, 
were used profusely. Heavy scrolls, 
the pineapple, carving, gilding, acan- 
thus leaf ir.otlf, glass knobs and 
cornucopia, together with tho beauti- 
ful figure of wood, formed the chief 
decorations. 


Woods: Chiefly mahogany In the 


latter part, and oak, pine, the fruit 
woods, such as apple, pear and cher- 
ry; ash, hickory and gum during the 
carter part of tho period, ana also 
maple. 


Specialties: Gate-leg tables, Wind- 


sor chairs, secretaries, bookcases, 
bedsteads, table desks, "grandfather 
clocks," tilt-top tables, butter-fly ta- 
bles, bureaus, dressing tables, sofas. 
pedestal tables, etc. 


Modern Adaptations: 
There are few homes "which have

Kurdish Revolt in Turkey 


Serves to Fan Stronger 
Nationalist Move 


Suleimaiiiya, Irak—W) — "King 


of Kurdistan" \vill be added to the 
title of Feisal, King of Irak, If the 
desire of the Iraki Kurds is carried 
out. 


The Kurdish revolt in Turkey has 


served to fan stronger the national- 
ist movement of the Kurds of Mes- 
opotamia, with Suleimaniya as its 
center. The Ktfids fear lest'the pro- 
posed tieat\ between Irak and Gfeat 
Butain, which contains no mention 
of the lights-of the Kurds be>g 
guaranteed by the League of Na- 
tions, should render their'fight for 
liberty stiil harder. 


"The officials of the Aiab govern- 


ment intimidate us and try to make 
us renounce our national demands," 
Kurd Toufic, one of the leaders in 
Suleimaniya cabled 
to the 
"Near 


East and India," a London periodi- 
cal supposed to be connected with 
the Colonial Ofuce. The Kurdish de- 
mands, submitted 
to the Crown 


Prince-Ghazi on the occasion of his 
tour through the Kurdish territories, 
incmde the setting UR of a Kurdish 
go\ eminent foi Southern Kurdistan 
—the petroleum region of Irak in- 
coipoiated into the country through 
the llosul settlement. 


The commission of the League of 


Nations entrusted with the examina- 
tion of the problem stated at the 
time that "if the ethnic argument 
alone had to be taken into account, 
the necessary conclusion would be 
that an independent Kurdish state 
should be created, since the Kurds 
form five-eighths of the population, 
lloreover, if such a solution -were to 
be considered, the TaEidi, who racial- 
ly are very like the Kurds and could 
easily be assimilated by the former, 
should be aadecl to the estimate. 
They would then foim se\ en-tenths 
of the population ''

seen a Kurdish national government 
established in Suleimaniya 
in the 


spring of 1918, v,ith Sheikh Mahmud 
Bajjanzi at its head, when the re- 
treat of the Turks seemed inevitable. 
The British started by recognizing 


this government, provided it would 
submit to British advice and rule. In 
the following year, however, 
the 


country was placed under the Brit 
ish Irak administration and Sheikh 
Bajanzi was deported to India, be 
cause he would not bubmit to Brit- 
ish instruction.

Washington— Definitions of the 


type of locality to be purchased in 
Wisconsin and other states by the 
Biological Survey for use as migra- 
tory-bird refuges have been given 
out by officials of that branch of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 


Partly In self defense against the 


many recommendations and offers of 
upland country, the Biological Sur- 
vey officials state that the refuges 
will consist principally of bodies of 
water and their immediate borders 
suitable for the various game species. 
The game species which will be pro- 
tected under the migratory-bird con- 
serva^ion act passed by Congress in 
1929, are, for the most part, inhab- 
itants of bays, shores, lakes, and 
marshes. Naturally a .minimum of 
upland country is desired. 


The most'desirable tracts are those 


of 20,000 acres or more in- extent, 
though especially favorable smaller 
tracts may be considered. 
Other 


things being equal, lands obtainable 
at the lowest prices will be given pri- 
mary consideration, officials say. 


The purchase 
program of these 


areas, which will be inviolate sanctu- 
aries and not public shooting grounds 
will extend over 10 years and no im-

Ewbank, Chairman of tho Commit- 
tee, has discovered that current ev- 
ents are better taught with radio 
than without, and that music can 
be taught through the use of radio 
by teachers who would not other- 
wise be able to teach the subject. 


The- elaborate experiments were 


made in tht sixth, seventh, and 
eighth -grades of 25 Dane County 
schools. Teachers were urged-not to 
"spend extra time or to do any extra 
coaching but to conduct the lessons 
ag though the experiment were not 
in progress Examinations "were held 
and the 
scores made by various 


groups compared. 


TheA music broadcasts were giv- 


en by senior 
students 
in 
public 


school music. Each lesson, consist- 
ing of four parts — information 
about music, musical 
instruments 


and composers; music played with- 
out comment for pure enjoyment; 
ryZithm exercises In which the ra- 
dio listeners participated; and the 
leaching- of singing— was carefully 
prepared and rehearsed.
